Slau ghter, one of elev en stu ­ 
dents in the basem ent class­ 
room beneath the street - lev el 
boiler room.

Diane said the class didn’t 
think m u ch abou t the noise at 
the tim e, bu t then “ the wall 
abov e u s fell in.”

“ We hav e no assu rance w hat­ 
ev er at present that this recip­ 
rocal gestu re will lead to the 
release of additional A m erican 


prisoners,”

the U.S. E m bassy said. “ That, 
how ev er, 
is the

tow ard 
which we are w orking.” 
The POW who had been held 
by the Sou th V ietnam ese, was 
flown 
by

100 m iles northw est of Saigon. 
The U.S. 
Em bassy said he 
w as freed “ in response to in­ 
dications that the enem y wou ld 
w elcome su ch a release at a 
giv en tim e and place.” This in­ 
dicated that there had been ad­ 
v ance com m u nication with the 
N orth V ietnam ese. 
The A m ericans said the POW 
w as released in “ an area u nder 
enem y control,” the sam e gen­ 
eral area where the Viet Cong 
released Staff Sgt. John C. Sex ­ 
ton Jr., 23, of W arren, Mich., 
last F riday . 
They said the A m erican heli­ 
copter crew m en sighted no ene­ 
m y when they landed the lieu ­ 
tenant and then took off. 
Sex ton had been a Viet Cong 
prisoner for 26 m onths and was 
allowed to go free som ew here 
along 
the 
Cambodian 
border. 
He walked for eight hou rs to 
reach the Sou th V ietnam ese base 
cam p at Loc Ninh, 7 0 m iles 
north of Saigon.

Bridge, in the Arizona desert, 
supporting two red and white 
tents, with crowds of people 
streaming across it. 
To a Texas-style barbecue? 
With great hoopla, the 140- 
year-old bridge, brought here 
brick by brick from London, 
was restored to service Sunday 
as part of the main street of 
this newly developed city. 
The 
developers, 
McCulloch 
Corp., bought the grand old 
lady of the Thames for $2.4 mil­ 
lion and reconstructed it over a 
new concrete cone on a penin­ 
sula extending into Lake Ha­ 
vasu. A channel was dug be­ 
neath the bridge, which leads 
to an airport. 
Norman Hall, a director of 
the City of London Corp. which 
sold the bridge to McCulloch, 
said he noted some changes in 
the bridge. 
“It has a little higher arch in 
the center, it’s hqmpier,” Hall 
said. “They left off about 50 
feet at one end which was an 
overpass for a street on the 
Surrey side. It already looks 
cleaner in the Arizona sun and 
I understand that you have 
sandstorms that might actually 
clean it more.” 
The red and white tents were 
the scene of a gala dinner for 
700 Saturday night, including 
many prospective land buyers 
flown by McCulloch to this city 
of 8,000 on the Arizona-Califor- 
nia border. 
In addition to the barbecue, 
there were sky diving exhibi­ 
tions, 
fireworks, stunt flying 
and canoe and water ski races. 
Sir Peter Studd, lord mayor 
of London, and Arizona Gov. 
Jack Williams said the reconst­ 
ructed 
952-foot bridge would 
serve as a symbol of friendship 
between Britain and the United 
States. 
And Hall made a sales pitch 
for another bridge the city of 
London just happens to have 
available.

Waterloo 
Bridge 
dis­ 
mantled 33 years ago, he said, 
is now in a junkyard, “waiting 
for a buyer.”

debate next week on whether to 
offer the Red regime member­ 
ship and expel the Nationalists, 
listed 60 members that recog­ 
nize Peking and 56 that reocg- 
nize the Taiwan government. 
In the debate beginning next 
Monday, the 130 U.N. members 
must decide whether to pass an 
A l b a n i a n resolution which 
would seat Peking and oust 
Taiwan or a U.S. proposal to 
seat both Chinas in the Assem­ 
bly and give Peking China’s 
permanent seat on the Security 
Council. 
Another U.S. resolution would 
make any attempt to oust Tai­ 
wan an ‘important question,” 
requiring a two-thirds vote for 
passage rather than a simple 
majority. 
Ten of the countries that rec­ 
ognize Peking have done so 
since last November when the 
Assembly voted 51-49 to seat 
Peking and oust Taiwan. But 
the Assembly decided earlier in 
that 
session that 
any 
such 
change would require a two- 
thirds majority. 
Not all of the 10 are certain 
to vote this year for the Alba­ 
nian resolution or against the 
U.S. plan. One of them, Mau­ 
ritius, is cosponsoring both U.S. 
proposals. 
The other nine who have rec­ 
ognized Peking since last Nov. 
20 
are. Cameroon,

Gravity Causes Hemorrhoids 


Dear Dr. Lamb - Would you 
give us a write-up on piles, the 
tortuous bleeding kind? Please 
tell the best way to handle the 
situation if there is a best way. 
Dear Reader — Piles and 
hemorrhoids 
are 
the

thing. This is

Umb 
and hemorrhoid comes from 
Greek meaning blood flow or 
bleeding hemorrhoids. 
The main cause is gravity, 
and man’s upright posture may 
be one good reason to live in 
space, free of gravity. Animals 
usually do not have hemor­ 
rhoids. 
You can do a simple experi­ 
ment and understand why. Re­ 
move 
any constriction from 
around the wrist, then let your 
hand down at your side. Notice 
how the veins stand out. This is 
from the pressure of the blood 
below the heart. Now raise the 
back of your hand to the level 
of your eyes and see the veins 
collapse. 
At points below the heart, the 
veins are put under pressure 
and distend, hence we have 
varicose veins in the legs, but 
not in the arms, and hemor­ 
rhoids (varicose veins of the 
rectum.) In a cow, for exam­ 
ple, the rectum is above the 
heart which is in the bottom of 
the chest and the cow won’t 
have distended veins or hemor­ 
rhoids. 
ANYTHING THAT contribut­ 
es to distention of the veins 
around the rectum can be a 
factor in causing hemorrhoids. 


Thus childbirth is a factor in 
women. Poor bowel habits with 
straining at the stool is a fre­ 
quent factor. Poor muscle tone 
leads to distended veins. A per­ 
son with poor lower abdominal 
muscle tone — “the pot” — 
often has poor tone of the seat 
muscles and hemorrhoids. 
Hemorrhoids inside the mus­ 
cular sphincter (internal hemor­ 
rhoids) do not cause pain un­ 
less they become so large they 
protrude outside, then you will 
know it. Internal hemorrhoids 
cause bleeding. Sometimes they 
can be treated with injections 
that fibrose or scar the dilated 
veins. This usually takes sever­ 
al injections. 
This treatment 
cannot be used for thrombosed 
(clotted l or protruding hemor­ 
rhoids. If the condition is very 
severe the only successful treat­ 
ment is surgery. 
HEMORRHOIDS outside the 
sphincter muscle (external hem­ 
orrhoids) cause pain because 
there are lots of nerve fibers 
here. These are the only ones 
that you can do anything about 
with self-treatment. Despite en­ 
thusiastic claims, medications 
cannot “ end,” “ heal” or “ pro­ 
vide lasting relief.” The Fed­ 
eral 
Trade Commission 
has 
been trying to curb flagrant, 
false advertising by permitting 
only claims for temporary re­ 
lief of pain, itching and burn­ 
ing. 
Don’t try to self-treat what 
you think are hemorrhoids or 
piles. Sometimes the increased 
pressure on the veins is a tumor 
in the rectum, requiring imme­ 
diate attention. Bleeding deserv­ 
es immediate examination. 
If 
you must treat yourself, you 
can get temporary relief from 
an ice cube, local application 
of witch hazel or soaking in a 
hot tub twice a day These are 
as effective or more so than 
most highly touted, expensive* 
advertised medicines. But go 
see your doctor.
